The official report shows that a large 
number of the powders examined were 
found to contain alum or lime ; many of 
them to such an extent as to render them 
seriously objectionable for use in the 
proparation of human food.

AGRICULTURAL, 


Plan Celtere. 

la reply to @ question from ‘ H.B." 
Prince Albert, asking for information 
about the culture of flas, the Nor’: West 
Farmer eays:—‘' The first thing he 
wants to know fe whether flax caa be 
@rown there, aad if 20, to what advan. 
tage. It has Ween grown successfully in 
Gleichen, but Major Bell, at Indian Head, 
could perhape tell different story. A 
alight summer frost would spoil a season's 
crop, and though for cattle a patch ought 
to be cultivated on every farm, it is not 
a0 profitable as some people allege. If 
eown, as it eften is, on new breaking, it 
will grow iteelf, but it will prevent the 
eoil from rotting properly, and so spoil 
the land for several crops afterward. If 
he can get a peck to start with, sow it 
early ia June or late in May, aud find 
how it prospers on that scale. He may 
with profit defer his studies in flax cul- 
ture for another year and let us know in 
November what success he has achieved.” 


The wisdom of experimenting with a 
peck. cannot be questioned, but why the 
eeed should not be put in before the lat- 
ter end of May or early iu June, when 
other crops are far advanced, is a puzzle 
tous. If suminer froste affect the crop, 
and it ouly takes fourteen weeks to ma 
ture, it seems to us that by early seeding 
flax is the least likely, in this district, to 
be spoiled. Besides, if flax will thrive as 
far north as Archangel in Russia (latitude 
64), why not in the Canadian North- 
west. But, admitting that flax will thrive 
in the N.W.,the question as to whether it 
would pay to cultivate it remains to be 
answered. It bas, however, been made 
a reliable and profitable crop in Ontario, 
and it is also raised to advantage in 
Manitoba. Why notin the Saskatche 
wan country. Of course, the maia con- 
sideration is a market. England and 
Ircland are the chief markets for flax. 
Last year Great Britain used over 100,- 
000 tens of flax, of which over 83,000 
tens were imported. From Russia alone 
she bought flax and tow, or cordilla, to 
the value of $10,417,905, and paid out 
altogether $16,600,000 for her raw ma. 
terial in flax. The manufacture of lin- 
seed oil has also been commenced in 


Winpipeg, and last year oil cake 
to the value of $23,127 was ex- 
ported, besides the quantity taken 


for local consumption, and of that 
amount $15:216 went to England. Fibre 
is valued at from $200 to $370 per ton 
according to quality. Taking the average 
production of European countries as a 
criterion 8 acres qill raise a ton of 
dressed fibre, which would give an 
avérage return mutch better than wheat 
inthis country. With the opening of the 
Hudeon's Bay route we do not see what 
there is to prevent the Northwest from 
supplying the flax mills of Great Britain 
with all the raw material they require, 
We have the climate, the soil, the alkali 
water, and scutching machines of the 
best quality are always obtainable. In 
view of the above recited facts we think 
it would be well for the farmers to try a 
small area of flax this year, and satisfy 
themselves by a practical test as to 
whether flax will thrive. Our opinion, 
however, is that it will.

13. Stop churning when in granular 
state, draw buttermilk and add weak 
brine. Place pure white rather thin 
cloth in large seamless pan, half filled 
with brine, then remove butter to pan. 
Gather cloth with hand, drain, repeat 
until no trace of buttermilk. 

14. Butter still in granules, salt (pure 
dairy 1 on. per lb.), by sifting evenly, 
stirring with ladle and turning on cloth. 

15. Pack immediately in tubs, previ- 
ously filled with hot brine, then thorough- 
ly cooled. 

16. Cover neatly with muslin and eet 
in cool, dry place to await shipment.
